SPRINGFIELD Driven by anger and politics, the 
Illinois House voted overwhelmingly Friday 
to impeach Gov Blagojevich, an unprece- 
dented action that sets the stage for a Senate 
trial on whether he should be thrown out of 
office for corruption and abuse of power. 

Impeachment required just 6o votes. The 
final tally was 114-1. 

In a news conference Friday afternoon in 
Chicago, Blagojevich dismissed the impeach- 
ment as inevitable from a House that has 
resisted his efforts to help real people instead 
of “special interests and lobbyists.” He pre- 
dicted he would be exonerated. 

“The causes of the impeachment are 
because IVe done things to fight for families,” 
said Blagojevich, who was joined by some 
beneficiaries of his health programs during 


a news conference that sounded more like a 
brawl over legislation than reaction to what 
could be the end of his political career. 

Quoting a poem that includes the promise 
“not to yield,” Blagojevich took no questions 
but again denied the criminal charges. “I have 
a job to do for the people,” he said. 

Legislators accused the Democratic gov- 
ernor of betraying the public trust by letting 
ego and ambition drive his decisions. “It’s our 
duty to clean up the mess and stop the freak 
show that’s become Illinois government,” 
said Rep. Jack Franks, (D -Woodstock). 

Blagojevich was arrested Dec. 9 on federal 
charges that include allegations he schemed 
to profit from his power to name President- 
elect Obama’s replacement in the Senate. The 
criminal complaint included an FBI agent’s 
sworn affidavit describing wiretaps that 


caught Blagojevich allegedly talking about 
what he could get for the seat, how to pressure 
people into making campaign contributions 
and more. That arrest triggered impeachment 
hearings by a special House committee. 

The committee on Thursday unanimously 
recommended impeachment based on the 
criminal charges and other allegations— that 
Blagojevich expanded a health care program 
without proper authority, that he circumvent- 
ed hiring laws to give jobs to political allies, 
that he spent millions of dollars on foreign 
flu vaccines that he knew wasn’t needed and 
couldn’t be brought into the country 

Blagojevich has denied the criminal charg- 
es. He criticized the House impeachment 
process as biased and said a Senate trial would 
produce a different result. 

But he didn’t testify before the House 


impeachment committee and hasn’t offered 
an explanation for the federal charges. 

“His silence in this grave matter is deaf- 
ening,” said House Majority Leader Barbara 
Flynn Currie (D- Chicago). 

During the House’s 90 -minute debate, no 
one spoke up to defend the governor. But 
Rep. Milton Patterson (D-Chicago) voted 
against impeachment. Rep. Elga Jefferies, 
(D-Chicago), voted “present.” 

“I went by my own gut feeling, it’s as simple 
as that,” Patterson said. “I read the report. If 
the government is going to indict him, let 
them go ahead and do that. That’s their job 
and I’m doing my job.”

Gov Blagojevich went for a jog in his North Side neigh- 
borhood Friday while lawmakers in Springfield voted 
to impeach him. And when he got back from his run, 
he compared his situation to long-distance running. 

Blagojevich returned from his jog about ii:io a.m. to 
a welcoming party of cameras and reporters. But when 
reporters asked for his response to the impeachment 
vote, the governor remained focused on his workout. 

“How’s the pace?” he said. “Pace is good, huh? Seven 
miles. It was a good run.” 

After telling reporters he would talk more at a 2 p.m. 
news conference at his downtown office, Blagojevich 
entered his front door. But he returned a minute 
later, standing on his front porch and saying, “Let’s do 
this.” 

He scolded the media for the “invasion” of his 
neighborhood and the disruption of his neighbors, 
then made one of the literary references he’s become 
known for. 

“I feel like the old short story ‘The Loneliness of the 
Long Distance Runner,’ ” he said. “That’s what this is, 
by the way, a long-distance run.” 

Blagojevich was apparently referring to a work from 
the late 1950 s by British writer Alan Sillitoe. It also was 
made into a movie and a song by heavy-metal band 
Iron Maiden. 


Dissecting the case 
against Blagojevich 

Before the Illinois House voted Friday to impeach Gov. Blagojevich, a state 
legislative committee on Thursday voted unanimously to remove him from office.

1 Blagojevich plotted to obtain a personal benefit in exchange 
to fill the vacant seat in the U.S. Senate. 

Federal prosecutors allege Blagojevich sought to peddle the U.S. Senate seat of 
President-elect Obama in exchange for a Cabinet post, an ambassadorship or a high- 
paying private job for himself or his wife, Patricia. Covert audio recordings allegedly 
caught the governor calling the Senate seat “a [expletive] valuable thing, 
you just don’t give it away for nothing.” 

2 Blagojevich plotted to condition the award of state financial assistance 
to the Tribune Co. on the firing of Chicago Tribune editorial board members. 


3 A Blagojevich plotted to trade official acts in exchange 

for campaign contributions in numerous instances, including: 

» The signing of legislation related to the diversion of casino gambling revenues to 
the horse-racing industry. 

» The awarding of a state toll way contract and expansion of a toll way project. 

» The release of pediatric care reimbursements to Illinois doctors and hospitals. 

» The appointment to a position within the Illinois Finance Authority. 

» The awarding of state contracts. 

» The awarding of state permits and authorizations. 


9 Blagojevich disregarded authority, procedure and the separation 
of powers by uniiateraily expanding a state health care program. 

After lawmakers rejected his plans, Blagojevich pushed state agencies under his control 
to offer health insurance to more citizens even though the funding was not there. 


10-12 Blagojevich had a role in 


I and responsibility for: 

» Buying $2.6 million of flu vaccines that were never used. 

» Starting a program to import prescription drugs that was ruled illegal 
by the federal government. 

» Giving a contract to a politically connected firm that mishandled an initiative 
to save the state money.

How the process works 

IN THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES 

» Committee draws up charges. (12 Democrats and 9 Republicans) 

» Impeachment proceedings began with the Special Investigative Committee, 
formed shortly after Blagojevich was arrested. Members interviewed witnesses, 
gathered evidence and compiled a list of specific charges, filing its report and 
drafting an Articles of Impeachment to send to the entire House. 

» House votes on impeachment. 

Votes were needed for impeachment (a majority of the 118 members). 

The House voted 114-1 in favor of impeachment. 

IN THE SENATE 

» Committee sets procedures. (5 Democrats and 4 Republicans) 

Blagojevich is to be tried by the Senate. A two-thirds majority is required to 
convict. Blagojevich may then be removed from office and barred from other 
public offices in Illinois. 

» Senate holds a trial and votes to convict or acquit. A total of 40 senators are 
needed to convict Blagojevich.

The hearty brunch, which 
launched just before the 
holidays, was all the excuse 
needed to shake things up. 

Enoteca Roma’s indoor space was a 
revelation, both tinier and cozier than 
I’d imagined. The bar occupies nearly 
half of the dining room, leaving space 
for just a few tables along one wall. 
Sorano says the place bustles on week- 


end evenings, when overflow spills 
into the adjoining Letizia’s, so brunch 
might be your best 
chance to linger over a 
cup of coffee— prefer- 
ably one spiked with a 
bit of liqueur— before 
venturing back out 
into the cold. 

The cuisine: Alas, 
there’s no pear 
ravioli at brunch. But 
Enoteca Roma com- 
pensates with the Val 
Badia ($9), creamy polenta topped 
with shaved parmesan and a rather 
precious arrangement of sausage, eggs 
and a roasted cherry tomato. 

“It’s supposed to look like a smil- 
ing face,” our server explained when 
she set the bowl in front of us. 

Cute, except the split sausage had 
curled into more of a scowl. Oh well. 
Presentation’s not really the point 
with a rustic dish like this— what mat- 
ters are the basics: polenta (creamy 
and rich), Italian sausage (garlicky. 


if a bit greasy) and eggs (cooked as 
ordered: over easy and plenty runny). 

Other options include breakfast 
sandwiches, omelets and hot cakes 
with toppings such as chocolate and 
hazelnuts or orange butter and berry 
coulis ($7.95). The lunch menu, with 
a wide selection of panini and pizza, 
also is available until 4 p.m. 

The bar is in full swing too, offering 
cocktails and coffee with Italian flair. 
Skip your usual Americano and tip 


into a caffe corretto (literally, “corrected 
coffee”). Though typically served 
after dinner in Italy, Sorano thought 
the slightly boozy drinks — think 
Chambord-spiked raspberry mochas 
and lattes with Erangelico— would 
fit right in at an American brunch. 
Wonder if I could make the same case 
for that pear ravioli?

And Jack Bauer’s ready to go! 

It’s been almost two years since “24” aired 
a complete season, just enough time for 
the writers to come up with a new way to 
test Jack Bauer (Kiefer Sutherland): The 
super agent faces down a Senate commit- 
tee investigating human rights abuses by 
the disbanded Counter Terrorist Unit. 

“Do not sit there with that smug look on your face and expect 
me to regret the decisions that I have made,” a defiant Bauer tells 
a committee member, “because, sir, the truth is I don’t.” 

By the end of the first four hours of Season 7 (over two nights), 
even the staunchest Dove is likely to agree with Bauer. 

He’s once again tossed into a ridiculously impossible situation 
in which baddies are plotting to harm America. FBI agent Renee 
Walker (Annie Wersching) springs him from the Senate hear- 
ings and pleads for help to stop his presumed-dead fellow former 
agent, Tony Almeida (Carlos Bernard), who has kidnapped a com- 
puter whiz and hacked into government computers. 

It’s familiar territory for Bauer and viewers. But “24” knows 
how to put its audience in a choke-hold. Expect plot twists. 

After setting “24” in L.A. for six years, the series benefits from 
its move to Washington, DC. All the players— a female president 
(Cherry Jones), her paranoid husband (Colm Feore), FBI com- 
puter geek Janis Gold (Janeane Garolfalo) and many evil-doers— 
are within Bauer’s reach. 

But don’t expect to buy the familiar announcement that 
“events occur in real time.” In order to enjoy Bauer’s 24-hour

But a stubborn contest breaks out when a 
mix-up lands the BFFs’ weddings on the same 
day and neither will budge on the date or 
place. The result: Both become Bridezillas and 
Friendzillas in an attempt to sabotage the 
other’s matrimonial plans, whether by stealing 
her DJ, ruining her hair or making her too fat to 
fit into her dress. 

The buzz: Granted, I am not a woman and not 
the film’s target demo, and I know that wed- 
dings are stressful and important.

My interest in wine started innocently enough. 

During my first year in college, I needed to learn enough about it 
in order to score a waitressing job at a posh restaurant in my home- 
town of Monterey, Calif 

After memorizing a couple of outdated wine books from a used 
bookstore, I managed to bluff my way through the interview process, 
and I secured the job based on a promise to keep my wine studies up. 

During my early days in wine, I found my tastes at times differed 
from my fellow servers, wine critics or savvy customers, and natu- 
rally I thought I was not sophisticated enough to detect what they 
were tasting. Eventually, I realized there is no right or wrong answer 
when it comes to wine— nor should there be. Wine 
is about discovering your own passion and 
finding a voice to proudly proclaim what you . 

enjoy. The process begins by using your favor- / 

ite wines as a springboard to find new grape 
varieties and regions. The next time you are 
at a restaurant or wine shop, rather than 
going with your usual, ask for something else 
that is similar in weight and style. I think 
back to when I first got into this business 
and what I counted as my favorite selections: 
pinot grigio, cabernet sauvignon and Aussie 
shiraz. Had I stopped there, I wouldn’t be 
where I am today 

It’s good to have your favorites, but it is even bet 
ter to discover something new and more excit- 
ing. It’s how you learn 
to truly appreciate 
what the world of 
wine has to offer.

Recession gains 
strength 

The U.S. recession gathered 
steam in December as 
employers shed another 
524,000 jobs, the 
unemployment rate leapt 
half a percentage point to 
7.2 percent, the length of the 
average workweek fell to a 
record low and job losses were 
spread widely across almost 
all sectors of the economy, the 
government said Friday. 

No cease-fire 

Israel and Hamas rebuffed a UN 
call for a cease-fire in the 14-day 
Gaza war on Friday, with Israel 
saying continued barrages of 
rocket fire from its adversaries 
made the U.N. resolution 
“unworkable.” In a statement. 
Prime Minister Ehud Olmert 
said the Israeli military would 
“continue acting to protect 
Israeli citizens.” 


U.S. Sen. Diclc Durbin says 
Roland Burris won’t be accept- 
ed as President-elect Obama’s 
replacement in Senate without 
the Illinois secretary of state’s 
signature. 

The Illinois Supreme Court said Friday that 
Gov. Blagojevich’s appointment of Burris is valid 
under state law without Secretary of State Jesse 
White’s signature. 

But Durbin said the Senate “must insist” on 
its rule requiring White to sign. 

White is refusing to sign because of the fed- 
eral corruption charges against Blagojevich that 
include allegations he tried to sell or trade the 
seat. 

Blagojevich was impeached Friday 

Durbin says if White doesn’t change his 
mind about signing, the Senate will wait to see 
if Blagojevich is removed from office after his 
impeachment trial. 

The Illinois Supreme Court on Friday reject- 
ed Burris’ effort to get the signature he needs 
to complete his appointment to the U.S. Senate. 
The court’s unanimous ruling tosses the issue 


back to Washington. 

Obama told Senate leadership this 
week that he wanted the Burris issue 
resolved quickly, putting pressure on 
Durbin and Senate Majority Leader 
Harry Reid (D-Nev). 

“This appointment meets the qualifi- 
cations required by the U.S. Senate of all 
Gubernatorial appointees to fill vacated 
seats,” Burris said in a statement after the 
ruling. 

“I am confident I have cooperated with all the 
requests of the U.S. Senate and I expect they will 
validate my credentials and seat me in a timely 
manner.” 

“I want to be clear that I could not and will not 
in good conscious sign my name to any appoint- 
ment made by Governor Rod Blagojevich to fill 
the Senate vacancy,” White said in a statement 
Friday 

“This governor was arrested in part for trying 
to sell this very same senate seat. The Illinois 
Supreme Court has made it clear in its ruling 
that I am under no legal or constitutional obli- 
gation to affix my signature.” 
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Mother

Charlene Cheatem 
of the 8300 block of 
South Buffalo Avenue 
appeared in Bond Court 
this morning, where 
Judge Adam Bourgeois 
Jr. ordered her held in Cheatem 
lieu of $75,000 bail. 

Police said Cheatem, 24, admitted to leav- 
ing her children by themselves in the apart- 
ment without supervision. 

‘Aside from everything else, you have 
my deepest sympathies,” Bourgeois told 
Cheatem at her bail hearing. “I just can- 
not begin to imagine how you must feel 
right now.” 

But Bourgeois said the current charges, 
coupled with her criminal history, led him 
to set bail at $75,000. 

Couple drops 
alcohol suit 

At the request of the Florida couple who 
brought the legal action, a U.S. District 
Court in Tampa has dismissed a lawsuit 
against United Airlines that claimed the 
carrier “negligently” overserved alcohol 
during a flight. 

Tbichi and Ayisha Shimamoto asked the 
court on Dec. 23 to voluntarily dismiss the 
case, which created headlines for the legal 
theory involved. 

At issue was whether laws that hold 
bars and restaurants responsible for harm 
caused by intoxicated patrons apply when 
the server and drinker are flying at 40,000 
feet across international territory

increases in 2008. Match, 
com memberships were 
22 percent higher in 
December than they 
were in the same 
period last year. 
Even more inter- 
esting, eHarmony 
and match.com 
reported espe- 
cially high traffic 
on days when the 
Dow Jones Industrial 
Average plummeted. 
“We had our third 
busiest weekend of the 
year following the five-year 
low in the stock market,” said 
Mandy Ginsberg, general manager 
of Match.com North America.

There’s something wrinkly going on here

BOSTON Three months ago, Arthur Anton, Jr., 
chief operating officer of Anton’s Cleaners, began 
noticing a change in the condition of the garments 
coming into his stores. 

“They’re more wrinkled,” he said. 

As a struggling nation tries to eke one (or several) 
more wearings out of garments before dry cleaning 
them, the behind- the-knee and elbow creases have 
become more pronounced, Anton said, and rings 
around the collars have gotten darker. 

“You might take that pair of pants and maybe 
you’ll hang it up instead of having it cleaned right 
away,” he said. 

Number crunchers, in other words, aren’t the 
only ones with a bead on the economy Dry clean- 
ers have predictive tools of their own. Think of it 
as the Crumpled Index. 

In July, months before the National Bureau of 


Economic Research declared the 
U.S. was in a recession (on Dec. 
i), the president of Dependable 
Cleaners predicted the econ- 
omy was headed for trouble. 

“I noticed the amount of 
clothing that hadn’t been 
picked up had grown by 
30 percent compared 
with July 2007,” Christa 
Hagearty said, attribut- 
ing the drop-off to high gas 
and home heating oil prices. 

“I said, ‘This is going to get 
worse.’” 

In an attempt to mini- 
mize the backlog, the company 
started requiring deposits on big-ticket items, and 
managers began placing friendly reminder calls to 


customers. 

‘Most of the time we got answering 
machines,” Hagearty said. Some 
brave enough to answer said they’d 
pick up some of the clothing now, 
some later, a strategy Hagearty empa- 
thizes with. 

“We absolutely understand that every- 
one is struggling with what they can 
afford today and what they can afford for 
next week,” she said. 

In yet another (dry cleaning) indica- 
tor of tough times, some of the cloth- 
ing being picked up— or left to lan- 
guish— is of lower quality than it once 
was, according to Peter Blake, executive 
vice president of the North East Eabricare 
Association, in Reading. Designer labels have given 
way to the next tier, he said.
